output from the inferred plurality of behavioral parameter values for behavioral output nodes of 
the behavioral framework, and generating equivalent behavior by the object using the derived 
output, Masayuki discloses bi-directional communications network node, 

nor the prior art of record discloses a method for generating behavior for an object under 
the control of a behavioral controller, including: 

(Claim 1) "at least one node being arranged to map its input to provide output to other 
nodes in both a forwards and backwards direction through said framework of nodes", 

(Claim 42) "at least one node arranged to map its input to provide output to other nodes 
in both a forwards and backwards direction through said framework of nodes,", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention.
